Requests Opinion from State Commissioner of Agri- 
culture as. to Best Method to Be Followed 
and Racing Men Feel Encouraged. 



Albany. N. Y.. February 17. — The racing interests 
were cheered yesterday by a letter which Governor 
Dix sent to State Commissioner of Agriculture Calvin 
.1. Iliison suggesting a state appropriation to en- 
courage horse breeding in tills state. The racing 
iii4‘ii have all along < -untended that the alndition of 
the race tracks has discouraged the breeding of high- 
grade horses. 

“I would be glad.” writes tin* Governor to bis 
• •onmiissioncr. “to have your opinion as to the liest 
method of stimulating the interest aud eo-oi»eration 
of the breeders of this state toward the improve- 
ment of this branch of animal husbandry.” 

The branch referred to by the Governor is suita- 
ble mounts for the army, national guard and police 
deiuirtfucnts of the cities and of the state. Racing 
mi'll coulend that the abolition of the sport in New 
York had a had effect not only on thoroughbreds 
but also on blooded horses for other purposes. 

In view of Governor Dix’s expressed desire to re 
habilitate the breeds of horses in New York, race 
track men feel that In* is disposed to look favorably 
upon any attempt to change the racing laws so that 
better horses will be produced. 

The editorial advocating the repeal of the direc- 
tors’ Hahilty law recently published in the Albany 
Evening Journal, which influential newspaper is the 
pro|K*rty of William Barnes, Jr., chairman of t lie 
Republican state Committee, bristles with logic and 
common sense. It ap|>eared under the caption “Be 
Reasonable.” and its text is as follows: 

“Unless horse racing is made again possible in 
Ibis country, ami particularly in this state through 
lepeal of an unjust, stupid provision of law which 
makes any man associated with the management of 
:i racing track liable to prosecution and penalty for 
violation of tin* anti -lietting law which may have 
occurred among thousands of frequenters of a track, 
with* Hit his knowledge, tie* complete disappearance 
of the thoroughbred tr*mi the 1'uited States will be- 
come a fact in a very short time. 

^ “in a recent report to the Congress. Major General 
^P.Wood. calling attention to the lark of suitable 
horses for the, army, said: ‘As a result of recent 

state legislation affecting racing, there has been and 
still continues to be a very extensive shipment out 
of tin* country of the b4*st thoroughbred blood.' and, 
‘this depletion of tin* thoroughbred breeding estab- 
lishments of this country is now assuming the mag- 
nitude of a national calamity.* 

“He quidi's from statistics that registration of 
thoroughbred foals lias decreased from 4.500. a small 
enough number, in 1901. to 2.4O0 in 1911. and adds: 
*lt is not only now a question of number, but of qual- 
ity as well, and in l*oth respects there have ln*en ser- 
ious decrease and deterioration in this country.’ Both 
I rocesscs. decrease and deterioration, will Ik* further 
uccelemtcd if legislative inaction destroys the last 
hope that th«* sport of racing, maintained and cn 
joyed in all countries hut this, may be revived. 

“And then flu* United States will he disgracefully 
Known throughout tin* world as the one country in 
which only draught horses at;** wanted. And not 
only are tin* thoroughbreds disappearing, but also 
the racing tracks are la*ing put to other uses from 
which they cannot la* reclaimed for their original 
purpose, one after another they are Iwitig cut up 
into building bits. And available sites for others 
art* few. Moreover, the cost of establishing* a race 
track with the necessary structures is great, and 
will not be readily undertaken if the sport is per- 
mitted to remain dormant much longer. 

“Whatever that there was of evil in the lietting 
that was done on the race tracks was effectively 
clteckcd by tin* ai»ti-l*ookniaking bill in *its original 
form. But there were fanatics who observed, or 
surmised, that men who went to tin* races still did 
a little quiet lietting: so they decided to have tin* 
sport kilb*il in order that the lietting must cease. 
So they prepared an absurd amendment to the anti 
lietting law which makes the men who have to do 
with Hu* management of a race track criminally 
liable if among tin* crowd at the track Smith bets 
.fmies tiro *1**1 lars. or t* u, or any more trivial sum. 
that a «-ert 'iii horse will win a race or finish placed. 

“Naturally, with such a foolish law in force, no 
man will take responsibility in conjunction with 
ru*-e track management: therefore, there can Is* no 
management, ami consequently no racing. Only the 
repeal of the unjust law that makes men amenable 
to law for some thing that others, whom they can 
ii« it her control nor keep under supervision, may do 
surreptitiously. will h«* n»*4*essary to make the revival 
«»f racing |Mivsihl<*. The anti-lMNikmaking law will 
always la* adequate to hold in cheek the 4*vil that 
would grow out of betting if then* were no restraint, 
aud which did grow out <*f it when there was none. 

“The Legislature should take tin* altogetlier rea- 
sonable view of this matter an«l net accordingly.”

Lexington. Kv.. February 17. — Thomas C. Mc- 
I towel 1 took Tin* Manager to the scales at the feed 
store tear the Kentucky Association track on 
Wednesday last and the three' -year-old son of Voter 
and Bracegirdle, with which the master of Ashland 
hopes next May to duplicate his success of ten 
years ago with Allan a Dale In the Kentucky Derby, 
tipjied the beam at 1,070 pounds. This is consider- 
ably above the average weight of a thoroughbred 
of Tlu* Manager’s ago, but it is not too much 
weight for a horse of his lame and frame. The 
Manager is a big horse. He is full sixteen hands in 
height . He is. to express it briefly, in magnificent 
condi t ion. 

There has been, quite naturally, in the haunts of 
horsemen here this winter much speculation as to 
whether Worth, the accredited leader of the two- 
year-olds of 1911. will bu able to take The Manager’s 
measure when they meet in tin* mile and a quarter 
run for Derby glory at Churchill Downs or whether 
there will loom up some other to beat them both. 

There lias, of course, lieen no very definite con- 
clusion such as might Ik* termini unanimity of 
opinion on tin* question, but there appears to be a 
leaning here in the direction of Mr. McDowell’s 
colt. The fact that he \va$ not raced so fre- 
quently as was Worth and that for the last two 
months of the 1911 season he did practically nothing 
beyond bis daily light exercise and went into 
winter quarters !n the best of bodily condition to 
gain muscle and strength through the eobl season 
is eounted as somewhat in The Manager’s favor. 
The reports from Aiken. S. (’.. where Frank Taylor 
is winter the Ilallenbeck string, are to the effect 
that Worth has tilled out nicely aud is in the best 
of condition. 

The seven yearlings that James 1*. Ross is hand- 
ling for .1. E. Davis, of New York, will he shipped 
on March 1 to Baltimore, where they are to be 
trained by Robert Walden. The most promising of 
the collection is. in the opinion of many of the 
local trainers, the colt by Star Shoot — Lyndall. for 
which Mr. Davis paid $725 at the November sales. 

The largest and heaviest two-year-old at the Ken- 
tucky Association track is the Disguise — Quadraplcx 
colt In-longing to J. W. McCracken and in the string 
of T. C. McDowell. II** weighs 1.950 |H>unds. 
This fellow was bred by Charles H. Berryman and 
John McClintoek. and they sold him for $1,500 to 
Mr. McCracken. In a yearling trial he ran a quar- 
ter hi 22 seconds, and sont** watches had hitfi one- 
litth of a second faster than that. The finest filly 



on the grounds is Vollta. by Voter out of the Oaks 
winner, Chulita. She belongs to Colonel Alex Labold 
of Cincinnati, and is in Jack Baker’s stable. 

Dm* of tlw* nine thoroughbreds belonging to Irving 
II. Wheat croft that died en route to Sydney. Aus- 
tralia. was the English-bred mare. Esteem, the dam 
of King Broomstick. 

Su|»erintcndont James 1*. Ross of the Kentucky 
Association track, had a letter from Racing Secre- 
tary W. II. Shelley at Juarez yesterday in which 
he says that while the uprising of the rebellious 
Mexicans is quite annoying in its interruption of 
racing, no serious results are anticipated. 

The stallion Maxio, which was recently presented 
by James B. Haggin. the master of Elmendorf. to 
Joseph A. Murphy to go into the Missouri Breeding 
Bureau, was shipped from here to St. Ixntis 
Friday. 

Senator MeCarren, sire of the old campaigner 
Cooney K.. is a pensioner at John Shannon’s Holly- 
wood Farm near this city. Senator MeCarren is the 
property of Senator Timothy D. Sullivan of New 
York, who is well satisfied to pay the hills for 
the seventeen-year-old son of Bishop and Pearl 
Set. by Falsetto, and to mate him with a marc 
or two of his own each year. 

Several valuable thoroughbred foals were dropped 
at farms in this vicinity this week.

C. Core, foaled a bay colt by Dick Welles at 
Thomas Piatt’s farm this morning. 

John Shannon bought from John E. Madden yes-

The committee, on learning that three great 
thoroughbred trainers of America, Fred Littlefield, 
who was with Ten Broeek on his English invasion: 
Jacob I’incus, who trained Iroquois, the American 
horse that won the Derby for Pierr** Lori I lard, and 
John Huggins, who had charge of W. C. Whitney’s 
stable in England when he won the Derby with 
Volodyovski. leased from Lady Meux. were in tbr 
country, decided to ask them to attend the dinner as 
guests of the Sporteinen of America. 

And in order that the “light harness brigade” 
might be properly represented, invitations were also 
sent to Thomas Murphy of Poughkeepsie, to W. J. 
Andrews of Buffalo, and to Ed Geers of Memphis, 
Ten n. 

And to thoroughly link up the present with the 
past, a special invitation was sent to “the liest 
jockey of the north In 1840.” Joseph Laird, son of 
Samuel Ijiiird of Colts Peck. N. J.. and trainer of 
Fashion in all her engagements, in order that the 
younger generation may pay deference to one who 
figures in the “Horse of America.” by Frank Fores- 
ter. and who rode Fashion, whose dam. Reality, 
was said by Colonel Johnson to be “the best race 
horse he ever saw.” 

LORD DECIES’ AMERICAN PURCHASE. 

New York. February 17. — The five American two- 
3 ear-olds purchased by Lord Defies from John E. 
Madden, of Lexington, are now alaiard tbe Atlantic 
Transport lin**r Minneapolis, due to arrive in London 
early next week. Tbe collection will be trained at 
Newmarket by Sam Pickering, one of (Jreat Brit- 
ain’s leading trainers. In the lot are three colts 
and two fillies. Their breeding follows: 

Dissension, bay colt, by Plantidcs — Dissembler, by 
Hanover. 

Bay colt, by Ogden — Siva, by Henry of Navarre. 

Bay colt, by Ogden — Busy Maid, by Meddler. 

Bay filly, by Ogden— Busy Girl, by Meddler. 

Chestnut filly, by Ogden — Lady Schorr, by Eshor. 

On excellent authority it is said that Lord Decies 
lias also purchased from lands Winans the American 
bred tliree-year-old chestnut colt. Censor, formerly 
Peacemaker, which arrived at Newmarket recently. 

Censor is said t*» b*- one of the highest tried colts 
ever shipped to England front America. The two 
year-olds now on their way across th** ocean an* 
heavily engaged in stakes to la* run in England and 
France. 

John E. Madden has sold the four-y ear-old Dorindo 
and the three-year-olds Lady Monica and Dix to Carl 
Gohlweien. a wealthy Berlin turfman. Mr. Gold 
weien intends these purchases for racing in tier 
many. I.ady Monica is a daughter of Plaudit and 
Naliina. the dam of Stokes and Bel mere, th** former 
a frequent winner in France. 

When usk*-d if it is his intention to curtail his 
breeding operations. Mr. Madden said: “Certainly 

not. I have 125 mares eighty-six of which I nomi- 
nated - to the Futurity, and they are going to remain 
at Hamburg Place. I have faith in the predomi- 
nance of intelligence of tin* people of this country 
and ln*lieve that tin* sjiort of racing will come back. 
If not. I can find a fair market abroad, and such 
as I cannot st*ll 1 can afford to keep and race for 
fun over my own private track.” 

AUSTRALIAN RIDERS IN TROUBLE. 

The general behavior of the Jockeys holding li- 
censes under tin* Queensland Turf Club has. says an 
Australian exchange, during tin* past month or two 
1m*pii a subject for close ennsiderat ion by tin* com- 
mittee. It had been known for a long time by tli*' 
authorities that several of the jockeys had been 
careless of their reputations, and an investigation of 
their conduct resulted in action being taken by the 
committee which shows that t lie* “straight and nar- 
row” path is to Ik* Insisted upon. Before the open 
ing of the recent summer meeting the chairman, 
Mr. C. A. Morris, interviewed the jockeys in th**ir 
quarters at Eagle Farm, ami gave them some very 
wholesome advice, flavored with caution of what 
might 1 m- expected if some of them did not m -nd 
their manners. Following iqion the cancellation of 
tin* license held by F. Northover. other well known 
jockeys were called upon to show cause why their 
Ih-eiises should not In* dealt with, and the commit 
tee cancelled the licenses held by A. M’Crimuion. S. 
Houseman, and Patrick Byrne, throe of the most 
prominent and capable of the Brisbane jockeys.

Charleston. S. C., February 17. — Uncle Sam’s boys 
in blue invaded Palmetto Park this afternoon, not 
with hostile intent, but as guests of the association, 
the occasion lieing Army ami Navy flay. Great mini 
tiers of soldiers from historic Fort Moultrie, .-mil 
marines and sailors from the Charleston navy yard 
took advantage of the association’s invitation to 
witness the sport. Col. H. P. Ludlow, commandant 
at Fort Moultrie, and a numlicr of his aides were 
among those present. Weather conditions were ideal 
aud contributed in bringing out one of the largest 
crowds of the meeting. Track conditions were again 
bad, rain which fell this morning having precluded 
any possibility of improvement. Several spills again 
resulted from the poor going, but luckily the results 
were inconsequential. The betting ring was jammed 
throughout the afternoon, with speculation keen. 
The layers reported the liest business of the meet- 
ing. The success of numerous favorites caused the 
bookmakers to sustain a tremendous loss. 

Seven races, with tin* Debutante Stakes for tare- 
year-old fillies, over a distance of 3% furlongs, hav- 
ing a guaranteed value of $1,000 as tin* feature, fur 
nished fairly interesting sport. The stake race went 
to Fates by Woodford’s Garden of Allah, with lu-r 
stable companion. Jessie Porter, in second place, 
and Spirella third. The winner, a trim looking filly 
by Star Slioot — Frances Hindoo, showed a sterling 
performance and won in commanding fashion. She 
closely followed the fleet Spirella during the first 
quarter, but when fully settled in her stride in tie 
stretch, she drew out to win as her rider pleased. 
Jessie Porter, after a mark early trip, came with a 
rush that enabled her to overhaul Spirella near th - 
end. 

The handicap at one mile and a sixteenth enabled 
Font to score his third successive victory this week. 
He spread-eagled Lawton Wiggins and Lochiel and 
won cantering. 

H. G. Bed well’s Berkeley was easily best of those 
that made the contest in the fifth race and had 
plenty of margin *»v**r Rye Straw at the end. Merry 
Lad might have been second iu the race, hut for 
falling not far from t lie finish. 

J. W. Hedrick added another to the string of 
hordes he lias claimed at Palmetto Park when lie 
took Royal Captive after she was lieaten in the 
fifth race. Royal Captive cost Mr. Hedrick $1,310. 

Several new bookmakers were in line this after- 
noon. including William Beverly and Frank Tyler. 
Both of these gentlemen are located at Summerville 
and the racing colony that is wintering at this 
well-known resort is growing larger every day. 

M. Kittlcman arrived from Detroit lliis morning. 
His brother, Frank Kittleman, will Ik* here from 
New York in a few days. 

Jockey G. Carroll, who had the mount on It. F. 
Carman’s Merry Lad. suffered the loss of two teeth 
as a result of his fall when Merry Lad went down 
in the homestretch in the fifth race. 

L. II. Adair purchased Huskey Lad at private 
sale from F. IL Milden this morning and the colt 
ran in his interest in tbe fourth race.
